—Gas tar will drive away ants, but 


where they gather around apple trees, 
as they are apt to do, it is a question 
whether it is to the advantage of tho 
orchardist to get rid of them. Ants 
are very destructive to tho apple or 
plant lice which on apple trees arc a 
frequent cause of unfruitfiilnoss by de- 
stroying the foliage at a time when it 
is most needed for starting tho young 
fruit.—2V. 7. Ue.ra.kl. 


—The common white flat turnip, or 


the purple top strop leaf variety, are 
the kinds mostly in demand by city 
consumers. 
Yet'they aio not so rich 


as tho yellow varieties or even as the 
rutabagas. 
Toward 
midwinter and 


later the early white turnips become 
.stringy and of little value, while tho 
lyellow turnips and rutabagas are better 
'after midwinter than they are when 
first gathered.—N. Y. Tribune. 


—It is only of late years that people 


have learned that in order to succeed 
with window plants in winter, the 
plants should be adapted and prepared 
for the purpose previously. An ex- 
hausted summer blooming plant can- 
not be expected to bloom in winter, 
and should never be asked to. Young 
plants, or those which have not been 
allowed to bloom during summer, are 
the essantials to success.— Boston Globe. 


OLD HENS AS FOOD. 


"Xot Too OW, You Know, But Just Old 


Enough. 


A fowl, to be really good and nutri- 


tious, ought never to be killed much 
under twelve months old. A young 
cshicktm, I am well aware, is considered 
a great dainty, but one certainly does 
not get tho full, rich flavor possessed 
by a more mature bird. In France, 
•\fhero fowls aro thought so much of, 
capons and 
poulardes, 
at 
twelve 


months old, are considered at their 
very best for table purposes, 


At the great show of dead poultry 


(hcld in Paris every year, nearly all the. 
birds are twelve months old or more. 
They aro fed up to an enormous size 
lor the purpose of showing, as of 
course tho heaviest bird, other things 
being equal, carries off the prize. 


Nothing can be more tasteless and 


disagreeable than an old fowl, badly 
cooked. The poor bird is quite help- 
less, and must depend entirely upon 
the patience and skill of the cook to 
bring out and make known its good 
properties. II it is treated in the same 
manner as a voting fowl, the conse- 
quence is it will bo almost uneatable, but 
S cooked in a way becoming its age, 
it is, by far, to be preferred to a young 


Fowls, either young or old, should 


always bo allowed to hang a few days 
after being killed before they aro 
cooked, or they are likely to be tough. 
The older the bird is, the longer it 
should hang, except 
in 
very 
hot 


weather, when it 13 apt to become 
tainted; it is bettor, of course, to cook 
it the day after it has been killed than 
allow it to spoil. 
Old fowl? are not 


often good for roasting; they are much 
better wbcn boiled or slewed. 
One 


.very good receipt for making an old 
fowl cat tender, is the following; 
it 
may 
sound 
rather 
absurd 


to some, but I think whoever tries 
it will be 
satisfied 
with the 
re- 


sult. Pluck the fowl quickly after be- 
ing killed; wrap it in vine loaves, then 
ana napkin, and bury it for twenty-four 
hours. 
Be careful to mark tho spot 


.where it is buried, or it may be very 
difficult, perhaps impossible, to find it 
ao-ain, which would bo a very annoy-

ing business, as not only the fowl, and' 
the cook's time, but the napkin, too, 
would be lost. Whon the bird is taken. 
up, boil it very gently until tender, say 
about three hours; then skin it, and cut 
into neat joints convenient for serving. 
Make a nice sauce as follows: Mix a 
dessertspoonful of Hour with a little 
cold water, and add a teacupful of 
milk and the same quantity of gravy, 
or the water in which the fowl uas been 
boiled 
Stir this sauce till it boils, then' 


lay in the pieces of fowl and let them 
gently simmer till quite hot through. 
The sauce can be flavored with any fa- 
vorite' seasoning, such as lemon rmd, 
mace, parsley or thyme, with pepper 
and salt. If the sauce is required very 
rich, the yelk of an egg, well beaten, 
may be added last thing, but it must 
not, on any account, boil after the egg 
has been put in or it will curdle, and 
tho sauce will thus be spoiled. 


The following method will be found 


fin excellent one if the fowl is to be 
leaten cold. The receipt is a French 
lone, and is wilh some persons a greati 
kavorite. Prepare the fowl as before 
described; that is, wrap it in vine 
leaves nnd bury it for twenty-four

But 
after accepting the assertion that men 
of gimlua aro only ordinary men with 
some Intellectual qualities developed to 
an unusual degree, how does that make 
goninu any the less remarkable? It u 
Fn tlio difference that the marvel lies, 
and not K the losemblance. Science 
will never bo able to do more than ro- 
oord that difference, it will never be 
ablo to oxplnm U. So whon we are 
told that Shakoapcare or Goethe was tho 
product of his tiino, wo need not quar- 
rel with tho statement, but we know 
that no explanation of the faot that 
Shixkospearo was Shakespeare can be 
given 
lliat particular individuality 


which distinguished him from all other 
mon, 
whether thoy were contemporary 


or not, can not ba explained by refer- 
ring to tho age or to the environment 
in which ho livcd.-J'MJade^Ma £wi< 
tehn.
